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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 14, 17-20 and 23-26 are pending. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 14,17-20, and 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Examples are given below. 

Claim 14, lines 28-39, are very unclear as to when or if certain operations 
even occur or what operations occur. In line 28, "the setting by said apparatus 
setting section has been completed " lacks a clear antecedent basis, nothing in 
the claim has required that the setting be completed or even performed and 
similar comments apply to the setting in line 34. 

Claim 14, lines 28-31 appear to require that upon the completion of the 
setting of apparatus setting section that it is judged whether the setting of the 
network setting section has been completed and in case the network setting has 
been set then transmission occurs. However claim 14, lines 35-37 require that 
that if the network setting has been completed that is judged whether the 
apparatus setting has been completed, so it is uncertain what operations are 
performed and when. Similar comments apply to the events following completion 
of the setting of the network setting section in lines 34-35 and 30-33. It is also 
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uncertain what happens if it is judged that a case does not occur such as a 
network setting in line 30 of claim 14. 

Claim 20, lines 17-28; claim 25, lines 20-31; and claim 26, lines 18-29 
have problems similar to those of claim 14, lines 28-39 above. 

The remaining claims fall with the parent claims. 

4. In response to applicant's arguments on page 1 5, lines 1 3-24, none of the 
rejected claims sets forth what occurs when it is judged that setting has not been 
completed as applicant argues. 

5. Due to the indefiniteness of the claims and the speculation required to interpret 
them no art rejection is made. Se in re Stele 134 USPQ 292. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
